Once again, Agawam voters affirmed Linda 
Galarneau and Teresa Kozloski, both seeking 
third terms, as their top two choices for the six 
slots on the School Committee. 

Newcomer Scott Macey placed a strong third, 
as 12-year veteran Louis Massoia lost his bid for 
another term. Long-time School Committee 
member Roberta Doering finished closely behind 
Macey. Both seeking their second terms, Susan 
Pettazzoni and Louise David finished fifth and 
sixth, respectively. 

Top vote-getter Linda Galarneau said she was 
ecstatic over the election results. “! want to thank 
the community for supporting me over the last 
four years. I’m really grateful they stood behind 
me and believed in me,” Mrs. Galarneau said. 


Tony Galarneau voiced his support of his wife by 
noting, ‘The people of Agawam knew who they 
were voting for!” 


Keeping a close watch on the election returns 
at Town Hall, Teresa Kozloski said she was happy 
with her second-place showing, noting she 
garnered the same slot in the last election.

Council Race 
Goes To Wire; 
Gravel On Top 


Incumbent two-term Mayor Christopher C. 
Johnson sailed to a third, two-year term at Town 
Hall by defeating challenger Donald M. Rheault, 
5,570 to 2,508. The final figures were similar to 
Johnson’s victories in both 1991 and 1989. 


It was a beautiful day for voters to hit the polls 
and about 52 percent of the town’s over 15,000 
registered voters did just that. 

On the Town Council side, there was a shakeup 
as three incumbents fell, including two closely 
aligned with Johnson and one who has been his 
staunchest critic. 


Also, the council race was extremely tight and a 
nail-biter for many of the candidates throughout 
the evening as the difference between the ninth 
place finisher (former councilor Vivian Dziardziel) 
and the 17th place finisher was only 301 votes. 
And between 17th place and the 11th and final 
seat on the council, it was only a 122-vote spread. 


Topping the ticket was incumbent Nancy E. 
Gravel, who was the only candidate running for 
council to receive over 4,000 votes (4,178). She 
was closely followed by fellow incumbents Gary 
E. Suffriti (3,918), council Vice-President George 
Bitzas (3,854), and council President James D. 
Taylor (3,639). Suffriti, who topped the ticket in 
1991, this time ran a low-key, low-visibility cam- 
paign and just finished out of first by a mere 260 
votes. 


Councilors Jessie D. Fuller and Richard S. Brin- 
dle, both strong allies of Mayor Johnson’s, and 
Louis J. Russo, who often fought the Mayor on 
many of his policies, were defeated and replaced 
by two newcomers and two former council 
members. Present Councilor Joanne H. Willis ran 
an unsuccessful mayoral campaign and lost in 
the September panier, thereby surrendering her 
two-term council seat. 


Mrs. Fuller finished 17th (2,984) in the field of 22 
candidates while Brindle placed 15th (2,943). 
Russo placed 18th (2,678). 


The four new councilors include Attorney 
Robert J. Danie (3,254, 7th place) and Jill Simpson 
(10th place, 3,176), both first-time councilors, and 
former members David Skolnick (3,486, fifth) and 
Vivian M. Dziardziel (3,195, ninth). 


Retaining their seats were veteran councilors 
Thomas J. Ennis (3,340, 6th place), Jr., Edward A. 
Caba (3,235, eighth), and Waiter A. Baiboni (3,106, 
11th and final seat). 


Finishing just out of the running was newcomer 
Dennis J. Perry, just 49 votes shy of Balboni, who 
retained his seat by finishing 11th. Balboni had 
3,016 votes to Perry’s 2,967. Finishing just behind 
Perry in 13th place was Christian M. Quatrone, 
who garnered 2,960 voters. This was Quatrone’s 
second unsuccessful bid for Town Council. He 
just missed in the 1991 election as well. 

Newcomer Kent P. Servis placed 14th with 
2,946 votes. 


Edward G. Borgatti, who lost to Johnson in 19914 
and is a former, long-time councilor, placed 16th 
with 2,895 votes. Borgatti ran a low-key campaign 
in his bid to return to the council.

Mrs. Kozloski pledged to continue her work, 
identifying her short-term priority as overseeing 
the progress of curriculum review, and her long- 
term priority as paying careful attention to the 
space needs of the school system. 


As a political newcomer, Scott Macey said he 
was ecstatic at winning the third spot on the 
School Committee, when he had just hoped to 
place in the top six. Macey was uncertain whether 
the endorsement of Congressman Richard Neal 
and Hampden County Sheriff Michael Ashe was a 
big factor in a town political contest, but he add- 
ed, ‘It didn’t hurt, especially as a first-time can- 
didate.”’ 

Macey said, ‘“‘All the hard work of doing what | 
thought was necessary paid off. | knocked on a lot 
of doors to show the people that I’m committed to 
a chance to improve the school system.” 

Macey put staff development and parental in- 
put at the top of his priorities list. Calling himself 
a good communicator and a good listener, Macey 
pledged to keep the lines of communication open 
between parents and the School Committee. “If 
the parents don’t feel comfortable contacting a 
School Committee member, then something is 
wrong,” he added. 

Unavailable for comment at press time, fourth- 
place winner and veteran School Committee 
member Roberta Doering had earlier told The AAN 
she was spending election day circulating among 
the polling stations. Mrs. Doering said that 
although it is impossible to predict the election, 
she placed her faith in the voters. “I hope my 
record will speak for itself.” 

Coming in fifth in her bid for a second term on 
the School Committee, Susan Pettazzoni credited

the advent of televised School Committee 
meetings with producing a more informed elec- 
orate. 

“TV has really helped Agawam voters stay on 
top of their political choices,” she noted. “The 
people can see for themselves without relying on 
the media for their information, and this election 
just proves it.” 

Mrs. Pettazzoni thanked the voters for her vic- 
tory, adding, “! look forward to the next two years 
to continue the work I’ve started.” 


The race for sixth place was too close to call 
until 149 absentee ballots were counted in. Louise 
David edged out former town treasurer Rudy 
Altobelli by 18 votes. 

Mrs. David expressed her gratitude to her sup- 
porters for the chance to continue working to im- 
prove the school system for the children of 
Agawam. “With education reform, the next two 
years are going to be important, formative years, 
and | look forward to being a part of it.” 

Basing his campaign on the need to bring 
morality into the school curriculum, Altobelli com- 
mented on the high caliber of each candidate 
while campaigning at the Junior High School. 
“We have nine very talented and capable can- 
didates running,” he said. “Whoever wins, the 
town will benefit.” 

_ With four of the seven precincts reporting unof- 
ficial results, second-time candidate Frank 
Lawlor conceded defeat. “The coroner has been 
called,’ observed Lawlor, admitting he was 
perplexed at the disappointing returns. Lawior 
said it had been a good race, issue-oriented and 
positive. He added that “name recognition was 
the most important issue.” 

Lawlor said he had no plans to try a third cam- 
paign.

Government Agencies Should 
Honor American Flag 


To The Editor. 

Recently it was announced in the news that the 
U.S. Postal Service was going to have a new 
“logo” at the expense of $7.1 million. | strongly 
suspect that this will not increase the expediency 
of delivery or efficiency of the system, but it will 
definitely be reflected in the new postal rate. 


Early retirements and relocations of employees 
can aid in purging the system to a cost effective 
program but, unfortunately, not to a successful 
conclusion. Is this an operation where there are 
too few workers and too many shirkers? 


Have you ever noticed that practically all the 
American Flags at the postal stations are under- 
sized? Now, the Flag Code as amended by the 
94th Congress, approved July 7th, 1976, is the flag 
should be—one quarter to one third the height of 
the pole. 


Perhaps longer, but never shorter. For months 
the flag at the Feeding Hills, Agawam, MA is so 
small it resembles a “Stamp.” What a cheap shot 
at “Old Glory.” Apparently the Officer-in-charge at 
the station and one Mgr. of Postal Operations at 
Springfield, both fully aware of this for quite some 
time, have made little or no genuine effort to 
respect the flag of this country. Why do they 
disgrace and dishonor the American Flag? 


Why was the American flag flown for several 
days at “Half Mast” in Massachusetts and Ver- 
mont? One Springfield Postal Operation 
Manager's directive because a postmaster in 
White River Junction, Vermont died. Authorization 
for lowering the flag to half mast must come from 
the U.S. President or Governor of the state or ter- 
ritory. Do you suspect that this was of his own 
volition? Is respect for the observing inconse- 
quential Veteran’s Day a short span away? 


For the thousands who gave so much and the 
many thousands who gave their all, honor them by 
respecting the flag. Be not defiant but rather hum- 
ble yet proud. Take a moment during the day and

For Rusty Jenks 
The Roses Smell 
Oh So Good!

Recently retired Agawam Fire Chief Russell D. 
Jenks seems to be ‘tone very happy man.” 

He looks back on a 39-year career in firefighting 
that he terms rewarding; has interesting hobbies 
like restoring antique cars and traveling in them, 
woodworking, and writing; and he looks forward 
to more quality time with his wife of 40 years, 
Joan Schrube Jenks. The couple share their far- 
mhouse on North West Street, Feeding Hills, with 
nine cats and three dogs (most of them strays). 

Jenks, also called Rusty, was born and raised in 
Agawam and says he never thought of living 
anywhere else (except, of course, for time spent 
at their summer place in East Falmouth). This 
house is on Vineyard Sound, six miles across 
from Martha’s Vineyard. Rusty remembers his 
grandfather farming on North Westfield Street 
and being a volunteer fireman. 

A product of Agawam schools, Jenks played 
football for Agawam High School. He was in the 
Navy Reserves when called to active duty in the 
Korean War. Assigned to be a firefighter on ships, 
he says he became intrigued with the work that 
led to firefighting as career. Out of the Navy a 
year, he joined the Agawam Fire Department as a 
regular firefighter in 1954. 

e describes with enthusiasm and pride the 
growth and development of “his” fire department, 
a he retired from on October 1st, 1993 as 
chief. 

“In 1954. there was one man on days and one 
on nights at each of the three stations,” Jenks 
said. There were volunteers and call volunteers, 
the latter being those paid only for time worked. 

Because the response of call firefighters during 
days was less than nights and weekends (they 
were working elsewhere), it was decided to have 
two men on days at each station. Enter Jenks! 
Later in the 1950’s, a second man was added to 
each station for nights. 

Immersing rapidly into his subject in a recent 
interview, Jenks explained: 

e The pager system for individually calling men 
to fires; 

¢ The Fire Station fog horns and what the varied 
blasts mean; and... 

e The improvement 
firefighters. 

“In 1954, you pulled a rubber raincoat over your 
clothes and wore a metal helmet that conveyed 
heat,” he said. “Today’s gear is fireproof, or at 
least fire-resistant. 

“There was no real training available when | 
joined the department,” Jenks continued. ‘Today, 
we have extensive training to advance the service 
considerably.” 

He lauded the Massachusetts Firefighting 
Academy in Stowe, MA. This is a state-sponsored 
school that’s financed not by taxes but by fire in- 
surance. It offers trainina in specialized areas for 
firefighters, not would-be firemen, and gives 
outreach programs throughout the state. 

Educational Background And Experience 

Jenks was awarded an associate degree in 
science in Fire Science Techonology from Spr- 
ingfield Technical Community College in 1973, 
and has at least seven certificates for various 
areas of training. His experience at STCC spurred 
interest in fire prevention, and as a fire lieutenant 
in the 1970’s, he committed himself to fire preven- 
tion. 

The fire prevention program of slides and tape 
cassettes featured a fictional character called 
“Captain Noburn,” and firemen brought the pro- 
gram around to the schools and club meetings to 
promote fire prevention awareness. There was an 
accompanying brochure that was distributed. 
“The program eventually went nationwide,” Jenks 
said. 

When energy conservation became a public 
concern in the 1970’s and people took to cooking 
and making heat with wood- and coal-burning

stoves, the Agawam Fire Department created 
another public safety program. ‘“‘Captain Woody” 
was the fictional character used in this widely 
distributed brochure that contained information 
on installation, use, and the care of wood-burning 
stoves. 

Jenks beams with pride when showing off a 
beautiful coal- and wood-burning stove that he 
restored and uses. It was built in Taunton, MA, in 
1978. The cast-iron and nickel stove has both a 
grill and broiler. Jenks does most of the restoring 
of antiques, but calls on professionals when 
necessary. : 

Jenks became deputy chief in 1975, and when 
he became chief in 1981, he said there was no 
longer time for firemen to visit schools and 
meetings to give programs because of an increas- 
ec number of mandated inspections required of 

emi 

Part of each day is spent inspecting smoke 
detectors in new and resold homes, checking oil 
burners, underground tanks, and industrial and 
business sites. 

To offset the cutting back of public programs, 


Jenks started writing a weekly column called Fire- 
Wise in The Agawam Advertiser News, and it is cur- 
rently written by the acting Fire Chief, David 
Pisano. 

Fire-Saving Tips 

Smoke detectors are credited with saving more 
lives than any other one thing during his career, 
Jenks said. There is only trouble when 
homeowners do not keep them clean and with 
working batteries, he said. Fire detectors should 
be placed outside sleeping areas, Jenks advised, 
since most deaths due to fire and smoke occur 
when people are sleeping. 

Hazardous waste disposal drew concern in the 
1980’s, and Jenks (along with other firemen) took 
extensive training in handling it. The state pro- 
vides two vehicles for Western Massachusetts to 
handle hazardous waste (chemical) fires; one is 
housed in Chicopee and one in Pittsfield to cover 
Hampden and Franklin Counties. Agawam has 
eight men trained for this district team.

Fires at the former airport (once a racetrack and 
now the Industrial Park) and at the Riverside Park 
Maintenance Building (once a bowling alley) are 
considered by Jenks as the worst fires in town in 
40 years. The shortage of an adequate water supp- 
ly was the problem, he explained. 

“We had to convey the water supply too long a 
distance,” he remembered. Jenks recalled three 
businesses under the grandstands at the 
racetrack, one making fire trucks for the state and 
another (where the fire started) making plastic 
molds. 

“There is still an insufficient water supply for 
firefighting in the Riverside Park end of Main 
Street,’’ Jenks said. He added that Riverside has 
three main water sources, such as the water slide, 
that would be used to fight fire. 

Special pride was shown by Jenks in the quality 
of the ambulance service manned by EMT’s 
(Emergency Medical Technicians). “We now have 
two ambulances,” he said, ‘‘and we have an ex- 
cellent reputation.”

Looking Forward To Retirement 

Jenks is completing a large scrapbook of 
newspaper clippings, letters of testimony, com- 
mendation, and thanks from individuals and 
groups, and certificates for special training. 

“For so long the Fire Department has been my 
priority,’ Jenks said. “It is now time for my mar- 
riage to be my priority.” He looks forward to 
leisurely pursuing shared hobbies of gardening, 
antiques, and traveling with his wife. 

Joan Jenks: ended a 40-year career with Sears 
Roebuck in April when they closed the credit of- 
fice at the Eastfield Mall. She also enjoys sewing, 
especially of antique articles. 

Products of Jenks’ woodworking bench are wall 
plaques resembling their favorite antique cars—a 
1937 blue pick-up truck and a 1931 Model A 
Caborlet (which is a snub convertible with roll-up 
windows). The plaques have clock inserts and are 
on the wall of his office. He also makes whirley- 
gigs. 

The couple belong to four antique car clubs, a 
national Model A Ford Club out of Michigan, a na- 
tional Model A Restorers Club in Caiifornia, the 
Western Mass. Restorers Club, and a Model A 
Ford Caborlet Club. They recently drove their 
Caborlet to Hudson, New York, to check out the 
volunteer firemen’s retirement home and 
firemen’s museum there. 

Every July 9th, there is a field day in Hudson, 
and the Jenks hope the local club will drive their 
antique cars to the next one. 

Four-row garages house the antique cars, and 
there is a barn on the property where Jenks 
reveals he is working on a 1930 fire engine. “I have 
the sides off,” he says with a grin, ‘and next | will 
get into the engine.” 

It looks like you can take the chief out of the 
Fire Department, but you can’t take firefighting 
out of the chief.

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New Acting Fire Chief Pisano Seeking 
To Continue Modernization Of Dept.

Some changes in the Agawam Fire Department 
are now occurring under the direction of recently 
appointed acting Fire Chief David Pisano. Pisano 
was appointed when longtime Chief Russell 
Jenks stepped down due to health reasons. 

Among the changes that the fire station has 
undergone is a new ambulance program with the 
help of Emergency Medical Technicians (EMT's). 
An agreement was made with the Agawam Fire 
Department and its EMT’s to provide back-up 
coverage for the department when needed. The 
agreement was made six months ago and is work- 
ing out well. 

“We have one of the best and the busiest am- 
bulance services around,” said Pisano. The fire 
department has a 1982 and a 1985 ambulance but 
hopes to obtain a new ambulance in 1994. The 
1982 ambulance occasionally breaks down and 
forces Agawam to call on other area departments 
for assistance, which is not always available. A 
new ambulance will make it possible to trade in 
the 1982 ambulance, said Pisano. 

Pisano is looking into the building of a new 
firehouse located somewhere off Main Street. The 
old fire station was built in 1917 for a small staff. 
Today, the staff has an excess of eight personnel 


all sharing offices. “It’s hard to get things done 
when you’re this crowded,” said Pisano. 


“I want to modernize the fire station,” said 
Pisano. He wants new equipment for the station 
because their equipment is getting old and it is 
more difficult to find parts. The majority of the 
vehicles in the department are 20 years old. The 
newest piece of equipment is from 1983, and the 
oldest is from 1954. 


Working With Paramedic-Level EMT’s 
Pisano is also working on an agreement with 
paramedic-level EMT’s. “We want to become 
paramedic-certified for the town,” said Pisano. 
The Agawam Fire Department has one paramedic- 
level EMT who can perform most of the duties a 
doctor can, said Pisano. 


For the town, the Fire Department provides 
firefighting suppression and rescue work as well 
as public education in fire safety for businesses 
and schools. “Juveniles who go through the court 
system come here and we educate them on brush 
fires, matches, and their results,” said Pisano.

Fire prevention code enforcement is another 
responsibility of the Fire Department. The depart- 
ment performs smoke detector inspections as 
well as the “Safe Kids” Program which gives free 
detectors to needy families. “Every family in 
Agawam should have a smoke detector,” said 
Pisano. 

Pisano began as a firefighter and was made 
lieutenant in 1982 and deputy chief in 1985. In 
order for him to become chief, Pisano must take a 
Civil Service Exam and be appointed by the 
Mayor. “The exam is always looming over my 
head,” said Pisano. 


As acting chief of the department, Pisano 
directs firefighters from the outside. “I miss going 
into the burning building,” said Pisano. “It’s ex- 
citing and dangerous, but it has its rewards.” 

Originally intending to become an elementary 
school teacher, Pisano entered the Fire Depart- 
ment 18 years ago this January. Living across the 
street from the fire chief and next door to the 
police chief had some influence on Pisano to 
become involved in the fire department. 


“It’s nice to be in a position to do things for the 
benefit of the department and the town,” said 
Pisano. He is appreciative of the 46 firefighters in 
Agawam. 

“We have a really good crew of dedicated 
men,” said Pisano. “They are the backbone of the 
fire department.”

Fire-Wise 


by Fire Chief David Pisano 


Home Safe Home 


Is your home safe from fire? Most of us like to 
think so, but each year most people who die from 
fire die at home. The Agawam Fire Department 
suggests that you take a few moments to check 
some areas in your house for hazards that could 
cause a fire: 

LIVING OR FAMILY ROOM 

e Eliminate overloaded elecirical outlets. 

° Minimize the number and lengths of exten- 
sion cords. 

e Allow space around TV and stereo equipment 
to prevent overheating. 

e Use metal screen in front of fireplace. 

e Have large, deep ashtrays for smokers and 
make sure all smoking materials have been ex- 
tinguished before disposal. 

KITCHEN 

e Keep surfaces clean and free of grease. 

e Do not leave the kitchen while the stove or 
oven is in use. Many fires begin during unattend- 
ed cooking. 

® Turn pot handles in so they can’t be knocked 
off or pulled down by small children. 

e If you have a grease fire, put a lid on it! Using 
water will spread the fire. 

BEDROOMS

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Gordon Sellick Returns : 


From World Games 
With Senior Gold

Years after his heyday in competitive swimm- 
ing, Gordon Sellick of Agawam jumped backed in- 
to the water at the Senior World Games held in St. 
George, Utah. 

Proving to himself, his family, and old com- 
petitors that he still has it, Sellick, 59, walked 
away from the World Senior Games with three 
gold medals and five silver. He competed in six in- 
dividual events and two relays, representing the 
Agawam Senior Games team. 

In the 50-meter breaststroke, Sellick set a new 
Games record with a time of 0:34.81. He missed 
the world record in this event by only 33 hundred- 
ths of a second. 

After about 30 years out of the water, Sellick 
resorted to swimming as therapy on his injured 
knees. A bad fall in a grease pit at work shattered 
both of Sellick’s knees and brought him to retire- 
ment. 

“| decided to go into the pool to see if it would 
help,” said Sellick. His talent and skill soon 
returned and, eventually, he became a member of 
re Master's Program for people ages 25 and 
older. 

At the World Games, Sellick met many swim 
rivals that he swam against in high school and 
college. “They thought | was long gone,” said 
Sellick. Most of the swimmers in the World 
Games were former All-Americans, NCAA, and 
Olympic champions. “Il swam against the best,” 
said Sellick. 

He was impressed with an_.83 year-old woman 
named Gertrude Turner. Turner was an instructor 
pilot for women during World War II. Turner won 
five gold medals in the World Games. 

“| had a fantastic time,” said Sellick, who plans 
on returning to the World Games next year. 
Seminars in nutrition, cholesterol, and health 
check-ups were also offered at the games. Trips 
to surrounding areas, dinners, and dances were 
part of the festivities as well. 

A Swimmer Most Of His Life 

Sellick began swimming at birth and was com- 
peting by the young age of nine. He developed in- 
to an all-star swimmer for Portland High School in 
Maine. In addition to holding the title of All- 
American for four years and Swimmer of the Year 
for three, Sellick was also the National Boys Club 
Champion. 

After graduating from high school, Sellick was 
granted a scholarship to the University of Miami, 
In 1954, he proceeded to excel and set a world 
record in the 100 freestyle (49.6). He was the first 
swimmer to break 50 seconds in this event. 

Sellick remained at the University of Miami for 
only two years. Violations of NCAA rules caused 
many students to lose their scholarships. Sellick 
lost his scholarship and was unable to return to 
college from lack of funds. 

“| didn’t really keep up my swimming after col- 
Ige,” said Sellick. He returned to Maine (where he 
lived unti!] 1978) and married Virginia Clark in 
1955. They have three children: Shawn, Bethany, 
and Craig. 

Sellick drove a bus for Continental Trailways for 
28 years until he retired on disability. Recently, he 
returned to college and got his bachelor’s and 
master’s degrees in recreation from Springfield 
College. 

He stays in shape for swimming by working out 
everv day at Springfield College. He swims about

“The founding purpose of the Dante Club is 
very much alive today,’ Brosseau said. “If 
anything, the purpose has grown in the direction 
of greater community service and more family- 
oriented functions for the membership.” 

One aspect of the club’s community service 
stems from the operation of its 200-plus capacity 
banquet facilities, which are often donated for 
use by charitable and nonprofit organizations, 
youth sports associations, athletic booster clubs, 
and other social and civic organizations. The club 
also runs a racquetball league from September 
through May that contain six divisions with more 
than 100 players, who use the racquetball courts 
and other facilities in the club’s health center. 

A fairly recent addition to the club’s many 
regular functions is an annual family picnic, 
which drew a record crowd of 650 people to the 
Elks Pavilion on September 12th this year. 

As an incentive for those interested in joining 
the club, the $15 initiation fee will be waived for 
new members applying the night of the open 
house. Membership dues are $25 per year. 

Brosseau said members and their guests are 
encouraged to attend the open house to see the 
improvements first-hand.

*“What Teens Need 
From Us—Part II’ 


Several weeks ago in this column, | began to ad- 
dress the fathers, mothers, relatives, and older 
friends who really want to do a good job with all of 
their children, especially as children struggle 
through the teenage years, and as we struggle 
right along with them. 

| was asking myself and other adults, “What 
can we be doing to reach out to our teenagers, 
and to our children who are so rapidly becoming 
teenagers? What do teens want us and need us to 
be? If the children and teenagers here today could 
write us a job description for us as they pass 
through the teenage years, what might it be?” 

My answers to these questions came from a 
tape series by youth culture expert Walt Mueller 
entitled, “What Teens Need In A Dad.” | was 
broadening the focus a bit, to “What Teens Need 
From Us.” What do teens need us to do and be? | 
tried to put the answer in their words, and began 
with the most important aspect of our relation- 
ship with young people. 

“PLEASE LOVE ME.” | said in the last article 
that this seems so obvious—we love our children 
—but that our love may become less apparent as 
children become teenagers. 

It may be harder for them to KNOW that they’re 
loved, such that we may need to turn up the 
volume of our love, to love with affection, in 
speech and in touch; to love with sacrifice, in time 
and energy. é 

A teen’s job description for adults will include 
love in action. I'll develop the job description fur- 
ther this week with the following request: 

“PLEASE UNDERSTAND ME. I’m growing up so 
fast, and things are happening to me that | don’t 
understand, so please help me to understand

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myself.” Adults, and particularly parents, need to 
know what is “normal” in the tremendous 
changes which adolescents go through so we can 
affirm them in what can be a very anxious time of 
their lives. 

The physical development between the ages of 
11 and 14— what one writer has called the era of 
“biceps, bumps, and breasts’’—can cause a great 
deal of worry for a young person. Adults need to 
be in touch with this, remembering their own 
adolescence, in order to react with understan- 
ding, to provide a stable point of reference for the 
developing young adult. 

Some adults use a young person’s physical 
development as an object of joking or ridicule, lit- 
tle realizing how painful these comments may be. 


Adults also need to be aware of the normal 
social changes in adolescence, in particular the 
shift from the child being centered around the 
home to the young person being focused on the 
peer group. It hurts parents to let their kids go, but 
our job is gradually to release them into the world, 
and into the arms of the God who so loves the 
world. 

Youth and their parents can find this a period of 
tremendous emotional changes as well, a time of 
roller-coaster living, when a young person is apt 
to think, “No one understands my feelings.” 
Adults need only remember that we were there 
once, convinced that every feeling was a major 
crisis. We can provide some stability in a confus- 
ing inner world. 

We also can provide encouragement to our 
young people in their developing ability to think 
independently, when they begin to question much 
of what they’ve been taught, much of what adults 
say. Instead of being threatened, we can interact 
with their questions, particularly their questions 
about God. 

In a young person’s spiritual development, it is 
essential that questions be asked, distancing be 
allowed, if a child’s faith is to develop into a faith 
that belongs to the emerging adult. Adults can be 
a stable point of spiritual reference; studies have 
clearly shown the critical influence of faith-full 
mothers and fathers in encouraging the develop- 
ment of faith-full adults in their children. 

There is, for most young people, a great deal of 
confusion about growing up. Our kids hope that 
we’ll try to understand, to reassure them, let them 
know that we went through many of the same ex- 
periences ... that it wasn’t easy for us, but that 
with God’s help, we and they can make it through.

If you’ve decided that the timing is right for you 
to buy your first home or second home, then begin 
calculating how much you can afford. 

Two and one-half times your annual salary is 
the old gauge used by lenders to decide what you 
can afford. That means if you earn $30,000 a year, 
you can buy a $75,000 home. 

More recently, lenders have been looking at the 
buyer’s ability to make monthly payments to 
determine what price is affordable. This is done 
by using what is known as the 28-36 rule. 

Twenty-eight percent of your gross monthly 
salary, according to lenders, is the maximum you 
should pay each month on a home. This figure in- 
cludes principal and interest on the mortgage, 
property taxes and homeowner's insurance. 

Thirty-six percent of your gross, or the other 
eight percent, should be the maximum amount us- 
ed to cover long-term debt, including car loans, 
payments on major appliances, credit card debt, 
college tuition loans, etc. 

A good rule is to aim a little lower than lender 
guidelines. Remember, all lenders care about is 
whether you Can make your payments. They rarely 
take into account how hard you will have to work 
to make the payments, and what sacrifices you 
will have to make to meet the loan agreement. So, 
use common sense and don’t stretch your budget 
too thin. ; 

Once you’ve decided that you can qualify for 
the loan you need, decide how much of a down 
payment you need or would like to make. A typical 

conventional loan re- 
quires anywhere from 
10 to 20 percent of the 
home’s purchase price 
to be

Government backed loans require 
as little as three percent down with a total up- 
front cost of as little as six percent of the home’s 
purchase price including closing cost. 

Finding the money for your down payment can 
be the hardest part of the transaction for first-time 
buyers. Start by listing all the assets you currently 
own that can be turned into cash. Can you sell 
that extra car or convert some stocks and bonds? 

Gifts from family members can work to your 
benefit as well as theirs. According to federal tax 
nae any family member can give up to 

10,000 in a calendar year tax-free. If you do 
receive a family gift, place it in a short-term CD or 
Money Market a few months before you buy a 
home. 

Lenders will look less skeptically on a down 
payment that comes from the liquidation of your 
own assets than on a Jump-sum check from a 
relative. Sometimes a lump-sum gift will require a 


“note (gift letter) from the giver stating that you do 


not have to pay the money back. 

The secret to easing the stress of a down pay- 
ment is to calculate how much you need 
beforehand, so that you know exactly how much 
must be raised in advance. 

A real estate agent can help you decide if the 
time is right for you to buy a home and how much 
home you can afford.

Grieving Loss Of Loved Ones During 


Holiday Season I 


When a loved one has died, the prospect of the 
upcoming holiday season often is one of dread 
rather than of joyous anticipation. Holidays are 
typically rich in traditions, full of plans made 
together and family gatherings which point out all 
too clearly the missing place at the table. 

lf the death has occurred within the last year, 
family members and friends usually try to be quite 
Supportive, but typically they try to “help” from 
their own perspective of what THEY think you 
need. If it has been over a year since the death, 
many friends and relatives think that you should 
be “all better”...that your life (and the holidays) 
should be back to “normal.” 

Those of you who have experienced the death 
of a loved one know that this just isn’t true. 
Sometimes the expectations of others about how 
you SHOULD BE doing, make you feel that there 
IS Something “wrong” with you in that you’re not 
“over this yet.” 

Please take heart - there is nothing wrong with 

J there’s something wrong with our 
society’s expectations concerning those who are 
grieving. 

The process of grief is a process of transition. It 
Starts at the time you learn the news that your lov- 
ed one has died (or is dying) to the time you can 
live again with some joy and love. This transition 
takes lots of time (and work) and we all make this 
transition in our own way. 

This article is not one which discusses the pro- 
cess fo grief in detail, but you need to keep a few 
facts in mind as we discuss how to cope with the 
holiday season: 

1. The grief process is very complicated and 
highly individual; each person needs to grieve in 
his or her OWN WAY. 

2. The grief process is full of hills and valleys (or 
mountains and revenes!); we don’t feel better day 
by day but have many set-backs. 

3. Time alone does not get us beyond the grief; 
time does dull the intensity of the pain but it takes 
hard work to live again with renewed joy. 

4. You are the only expert of your own grief; no 
one can tell you what’s right for you. 

5. Grief is REAL, it is felt in body, mind and 
spirit; it is necessary to allow the feelings in order 
for the healing to occur; it is a normal, natural and 
HEALTHY process ... grief in itself is healing.

DLANNING is the key to coping with the 
season. Just letting the season bring what it may, 
can be disastrous in terms of emotional energy. 
By actively thinking about what you would like to 
happen, what you need to have happen and what 
is not important to you, puts you in charge of your 
own grief and helps you to get through this time 
with the least amount of stress possible. 

First of all, it is not possible to keep the 
“presence” of the deceased OUT of the holiday ... 
NOR SHOULD IT BE. To try to pretend everything 
is the same is a futile attempt and only saps the 
little energy you might have. You need to allow 
ire for grief and for remembering in holiday 
“D ans.- 

Putting Thoughts Into Words May Help 

A good first step is to take pen and paper and 
write down the things you are dreading concern- 
ing the holidays. Take a break and re-read what 
you have written. Sometimes just forcing yourself 
to put feelings and thoughts into words, gives a 
new perspective ... free floating dread is a stopper 
to any enjoyment. 

Look at each “dread” and walk yourself through 
it in your mind. Ask yourself, “What’s the worst 
thing that could happen?” How do you see 
yourself responding? Is there an alternate way 
you'd like to respond? Practice in your mind that 
response ... practicing in your mind is almost as 
good as the actual experience of it. Now that the 
“worst” things have been faced, the actual ex- 
periences can’t be as upsetting! 

The next step is examining and prioritizing. You 
need to make a list of every single holiday 
preparation and activity that you usually do (no 
matter how small) and then evaluate each one. 
Think about the BIG picture ... the meaning of the 
holiday to you - what details can be omitted or 
changed and still keep that meaning? 

For many people, this examining step is a mat- 
ter of tradition vs. non-tradition. While on one 
hand, traditional observances offer security and 
are done fully at our heartstrings. On the other 
hand, celebrating in a new way, may provide a way 
to circumvent some of the pain while retaining the 
meaning that you seek. 

After you have evaluated your list and decided 
what is important to you and what can be omitted,

you need to consider some NEW ideas. The holi- 
day season won't be the same for you... it CAN’T 
be. By consciously making it ‘‘different,” it 
lessens the pain of being different because it puts 
YOU in control of the change (It’s “different” 
because | made it sol). 

It could be a major change or several little 
things. A major change is one where the whole 
holiday is different from the “normal.” For exam- 
ple, one family celebrated Thanksgiving at an old 
inn in Vermont rather than having the day at 
home, while another spent the day working in a 
soup kitchen serving the homeless. 

The little changes can be anything like how, 
when or if you do your shopping and wrapping; 
how, when or if you decorate your home; the kind 
of family gathering; the food to be served - even 
the time of day the celebration occurs can be 
altered. The changes that can occur are only 
limited by our own ideas! 

To illustrate what is meant by “changes,” let us 
consider the example that on Christmas Day, the 
entire extended family usually gathers at your 
house for a large traditional sit down dinner with 
china and silver and linens. 

There are a multitude of changes that you could 
create; have someone else host the gathering; re- 
quest each family to bring part of the meal; havea 
buffet style meal rather than a “sit-down” and use 
paper goods for easy clean-up; instead of having a 
dinner this year, have everyone eat dinner on their 
own and just come for dessert and coffee; open 
presents before dinner instead of after (or visa ver- 
sa!); change the time of the get-together. You 
need to change as many things as you can while 
Still retaining the importance of being together as 
a family. 

Plan “‘Alone Time” 

You also need to plan an ‘‘alone time” ... a time 
for you when you can allow yourself to focus your 
thoughts and love on the deceased. You need to 
plan when during the day and how to spend this 
time. (For example: from 10:00 a.m. to noon). 

Again, these plans are high individualized ... 
some people sit in a chair and gaze out a window 
reflecting, while others go through picture albums 
of holidays past, while still others write’a long let- 
ter to their loved one saying all the things in their 
hearts. Again, you need to do what’s right for you.

Will Your Health Insurance 
Cover Nutrition Counseling? 


If you have high cholesterol, diabetes, or high 
blood pressure, you may be able to stay off 
medication and avoid surgery. All you need to do 
is change your diet. It’s quite easy to do with the 
help of a registered dietitian. 

Jody Stocks, a 43 year-old mother and 
housewife, came to see me last spring. Her vision 
was so blurred she couldn’t read, her feet felt 
numb, and she had a severe kidney infection—all 
due to her diabetes. Jody faced a lifetime of injec- 
ting insulin that would cost her insurance com- 
pany approximately $9,000 if she lived to the 
average age of 75 years. . 

Instead, Jody beat diabetes with nutrition treat- 
ment. She’s been off all medication for-two mon- 
ths. Jody came to see me six times. That cost 
$120, and her insurance company paid 80% of the 
cost. But many insurance companies don’t cover 
nutrition treatment. So, patients stay on expen- 
sive medications and health care costs rise. 


Western Massachusetts Dietetic Association 
representative Nancy Anderson says, “It looks 
like nutrition treatment is not covered by health 
care reform. People need to take 30 seconds to 
call their Congressman to simply say, ‘Nutrition 
treatment is effective and can save money. Please 
include coverage for it in the health care reform.’” 

In fact, every $1 spent on nutrition treatment 
saves $3.25 in treatment that would be needed if 
the patient did not use diet to help control 
disease. For example, if Jody had gone for nutri- 
tion treatment earlier, she could have avoided her 
diabetes-related kidney infection. That would 
have saved her insurance company the $700 it 
cost for treatment of the infection. 

The Today show asked Hillary Clinton to name 
one important point she had learned from working 
on health care reform. She said she learned the 
importance of nutrition for good health. 

If you agree, call to tell your Congressman you 
want nutrition treatment covered by insurance 
because nutrition improves health and saves 
money.

By focusing your attention on your missing lov- 
ed one during a certain time span, you can then 
focus your attention for the rest of the day onto 
the loved ones who are still with you ... for that is 
the lesson of death ... we need to love those 
around us while we have them because we know 
all too well that life is temporary; life is fragile; life 
is precious; life is a gift. 

Remember that your focus this year needs to be 
on yourself. What do you need to happen to keep 
the meaning of the holiday? What do you need to 
omit for your emotional survival? Remember that 
you are already pulling a heavy emotional load 
and don’t have the stamina to pile on your usual! 
schedule of holiday activities. 

Look for ways to simplify and to eliminate the 
unnecessary to reduce pressure. Inform others 
who will be affected by your decisions about your 
plans and your reasons behind them. Ask for 
understanding, but if you don’t get it, don’t worry 
about it (what you do or don’t do is a matter of 
emotional survival - you.can’t worry about other 
people’s understanding or approval ... you are the 
expert of your own grief).

Theatre Review... 

Greater Tuna Fun But 
Falls A Bit Short As 
StageWest Opens

StageWest launched its 1993-94 season with 
Greater Tuna, a down-home play admirable for its 
wit and its quick costume changes, but falling 
short when it comes to consistent laughs. 

Will Bond and Dan McCleary are the country- 
bumpkin radio deejays who broadcast to the 
populace of the third smallest town in Texas 
—Tuna. 

The entire play is told between on-air stints in- 
volving the pokiest, dumbest deejays in America. 
Tuna, Texas is so laid back it’s almost asleep. 

The two stars carry off some 20 roles (both male 
and female) with the same rapid fire shift in ac- 
cent, personality, costume, and so on as in a prior 
season’s Mystery of Irma Vepp. These guys are 
good at it, leaving the audience breathless as they 
walk off to the side of the stage ... only to emerge 
seconds later in new persona and clothes. 

The characters here include a robust mother 
whose son collects stray dogs at a phenomenal 
rate. As mom struggles to put family and beasts 
down for the night (and not let the newest acquisi- 
tion get to her heartstrings), McCleary offers the 
funniest bit of the evening. 

Bond is great as the bowlegged cowpoke, the 
puppy-loving son, and a host of other characters. 
In fact, Bond has proven he is a master craftsman 
on stage in virtually every show he’s done with 
this theater. 

Other characters in the show include a humane 
society manager (that’s where all the dogs come 
from), a hunter, a little old lady, the boy who loves 
dogs ... pick a stereotype and you've got the pic- 
ture. The problem is, somewhere along the liné, at 
least one of the character caricatures will turn out 
to be someone in your family. 

Bond, in tandem with the talented McCleary, 
are a force to be reckoned with. 

If there is a problem here, it is in the play itself, 
which rambles though dozens of scenes hitting 
highs and lows with 50/50 accuracy. Some of the 
stuff just isn’t funny, or perhaps, in the case of the 
bigoted hunter, it hits too close to reality in this 
age of escalating violence and the reemergence 
of prejudice and anti-semitism. 

The set design is simple, allowing the players 
to move easily in and out of each scene, and giv- 
ing the audience the best possible view of the 
mime used to create the various sequences. 

Greater Tuna does not get this theater off to the 
same blazing start as last season’s opener, Lend 
Me A Tenor. \t’s not a bad play or a bad produc- 
tion; it simply falls short of greatness.

What’s For Lunch? 


| have a friend who asked about alternatives for 
lunches low in fat and cholesterol for her hus- 
band. She has been successful in finding recipes 
for evening meals, but finds making take-it-with- 
you lunches a challenge. 

She works in Baystate Medical Center’s Blood 
Bank, and as she confided her frustration over the 
issue of cholesterol she aimed a needle at my arm 
that seemed at the time to be about the size of 
Toledo. Toledo or not, however, lunch can be a 
challenging proposition for people concerned 
with healthy eating. 

The following recipe for Spicy Beef Sandwiches 
is a different approach to avoiding the fat content 
of standard lunch fare. While any foods with meat 
bring cholesterol along with them, a significant 
savings in fat can be made by choosing extra lean 
varieties. Be sure to trim away all visible fat. 

SPICY BEEF SANDWICHES 
Makes 6 
1 medium onion, chopped fine 
8 oz. can of tomato sauce 
Ye cup catsup 
1/8 cup brown sugar 
1 tablespoon Worcestershire sauce 
Ye teaspoon dry mustard 
Y%4 teaspoon salt 
Dash of pepper 
2 teaspoon chili powder 
2 cups cooked beef or very thinly sliced lean deli 
roast beef 

Place all ingredients except for beef into a 10” 
pan. Stir to combine mixture. Add beef strips or 
slices, and mix well with sauce. 

Heat mixture in the microwave for 10-12 
minutes until mixture is hot, stirring 2 or 3 times. 
Serve hot on hamburger buns. 

If these are for lunches at work, if there is a 
microwave available, it is preferable to reheat the 
beef mixture in a microwave safe container and 
then put on rolls. ooh: 

In the Provence region of France, sandwiches 
are sold in boulangeries, or bakeries. Although 
sandwiches like the Nicoise Sandwich below are 
traditionally high in oil content, they can be made 
with a low calorie, low or nonfat vinaigrette. At 1.4 
grams of fat per serving (7.6% of total caloric 
value), these sandwiches are a smart choice. 

NICOISE SANDWICH 

Serves 4 

4 round, crusty French or whole-wheat rolls 
2 cloves of garlic 
2 large ripe tomatoes, sliced 12-inch thick 
Freshly ground black pepper 
1 small onion, sliced %-inch thick 
1 small green pepper, seeded and thinly sliced 
1 small sweet red pepper, seeded and thinly

While sandwiches are an overwhelming favorite 
for lunches, if a microwave oven is available, 
foods like casseroles and lowfat chili can be 
packed and enjoyed and. stay well within 
guidelines for lowfat meals. 

Changing lifelong habits is_ difficult work, 
especially in giving up favorite foods. While we 
know that certain new styles of eating are in our 
best interest, the business of consistently choos- 
ing what’s best for us is often frustrating. The 
trick to lasting changes that replace old 
preferences is to acquire them slowly and let 
them become a part of our lives, and most impor- 
tantly to enjoy the process. 

The following recipe for Reuben Sandwiches is 
adapted from a recipe in Delicious Ways to Lower 
Cholesterol published by Oxmoor House, who have 
some very good publications for healthier meals. 
A traditional Reuben is made with layers of corn- 
ed beef, Swiss cheese, and sauerkraut and served 
on a buttered and grilled sourdough rye bread. 

This adaptation, considerably lower in fat and 
cholesterol, contains about 30% of total calories 
from fat content. You might like to try a little low 
or nonfat Russian dressing on this sandwich. 


REUBEN SANDWICHES 
Serves 2 
1 tablespoon prepared mustard 
4 slices of rye bread 
4 ounces thinly sliced turkey breast 
1 (1 oz.) slice of Swiss cheese, halved 
Ys cup sauerkraut, drained 
Nonstick cooking spray 

Spread mustard evenly on each slice of bread. 
On one slice of the rye bread, layer turkey, one .5 
ounce slice of cheese, 2 tablespoons sauerkraut, 
and second piece of bread. 

Coat a large skillet or griddle with nonstick 
cooking spray, and heat over medium heat until 
hot. Add sandwiches and cook 3-4 minutes on 
each side or until bread is evenly toasted. Serve 
immediately or cool and pack for lunch. 

Think about your favorite tastes and find better 
ways to incorporate them into your diet. Make up 
your own combination of ingredients for sand- 
wiches and try them out until you create 
something uniquely your own. Dazzle your friends 
with your newfound creative sandwich skills and 
establish healthy eating habits at the same time!

—The Nightmare Before Christmas 

The fantasy film The Nightmare Before Christmas 
is an animator’s joy: a wispy, wild, and fanciful ex- 
cursion into a netherworld without boundaries. 

It’s the tale of a stick-figured Halloween hero, 
Jack, who wants to take the edge off his season’s 
hauntings by escaping into the brighter, happier 
world of Christmas, a land he finds enchanting. 

In the hope of bringing some of that cheer back 
in time to October 31st, Jack unleashes a 
maelstrom of misadventures, a whirlwind of 
romance, and a lot of ghosts, goblins, and 
ghoulies along the way. 

The major problem | have with Tim Burton’s 
newest film is just that—the ghoulish, garish 
creatures and the implications of violence. | don’t 
care how many other critics rave, | find that the 
image of an animated child pulling a severed head 
out of a gaily wrapped Christmas gift box is just 
not my idea of entertainment. 

It's a shame, because the film’s technical 
merits are many and excellent, it’s music vibrant.

At four hours and ten minutes in length, viewing 
Gettysburg becomes a major commitment to film 
viewing. It’s worth it, especially if you are a Civil 
War/history buff. 

Gettysburg has a stellar cast, panoramic vistas 
of Yankees and Confederates engaged in a land- 
mark battle, and a personal view of the men 
beging the uniforms in this battle that turned the 
tide. 

Though it cannot compare to the PBS Civil War 
series on many levels, it is nonetheless a film 
worth viewing. And it is good to see such “epics” 
returning. 


—Judgement Night 

lf you watch the evening news, local or na- 
tional, you’ve already seen Judgement Night. 

Four buddies head into the city for a boys’ night 
out, and scoot off the highway and away from a 
major traffic tie-up ... only to find themselves lost 
in the netherworld of Any City, USA. 

In their expensive motor home, they lose 
themselves in a ghetto and stumble over a badly 
injured man who is then executed in front of their 
eyes. And the killers want no witnesses. 

Thus begins the flight for life, and scene after 
scene of urban violence. 

The threat reaches beyond the four when the 
leader of the pack suggests that once he’s killed 
the witnesses, he’ll look up their wives and 
families. 

It’s sadistic, dark, and lacking in plot, and the

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Suffield Players 
Shine Again

Two hours before the curtain rose, John 
Howland and Paul Gessay arrived at Mapleton 
Hall to begin the process of applying makeup that 
would transform them from 40-something to 
80-plus for their roles as the feisty octogenarians 
in the Suffield Players’ season-premiere produc- 
tion of Herb Gardner’s I’m Not Rappaport. 

The setting is a pair of park benches in New 
York’s Central Park, a tranquil surrounding about 
to explode with laughter, an occasional tear, and 
a little bit of suspense thrown in to move the plot 
forward to its delightful conclusion. 

It’s a play about the natural process of aging, 
and the natural, understandable, and futile 
resistance to that process. 

Paul Gessay is Midge, a mild-mannered man 
with failing eyesight who just likes to read his 
newspaper'in the park every day. Never mind that 
he is escorted to and from his home by a leather- 
jacketed thug named Gillie (Bob Demetrius), who 
charges him 33 a trip for safe passage through the 
embattled urban landscape. 

John Howland is Nat, a crusty and cryptic old 
guy with a penchant for fabrication; if you believe 
him, he’s been everything from a federal agent to 
a lawyer. Nat has a penchant for poking his nose 
into everybody’s business and is prideful and pro- 
tective about his ability to manage on his own. 

Interwoven around their lives are characters 
like Danforth (Dana T. Ring), the upwardly mobile 
yuppie who tells Midge he’s being bumped out of 
his apartment super position as the condo goes 
Co-op. 

And there’s Laurie (Mariah Stratner), a student 
who comes to the park to draw and who’s into the 
drug-dealing Cowboy (Ed Gogulski) for a couple of 
grand. Rounding out the cast is Jayne Newirth as 
Nat’s daughter Clara, who is concered about her 
adventurous dad and his dangerous mishaps. 

As the story unfolds, the battlelines are drawn 
between the peace-seeking Midge and the ram- 
bunctious where-angels-fear-to-tread Nat. First, 
he tries to get a better deal on Gillie’s protective 
services; then he tries to con Laurie into safety 
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production of ‘7’m Not Rappaport. ’’ 


from her drug-connected Cowboy. Laced 
throughout are the failing eyes, the slowed pace, 
the fragile bones, and the overwhelming 
loneliness that accompany old age. 

Howland and Gessay perfectly capture the 
nuances marking the difference between young, 
middle-aged, and old, capturing the slow gait, 
stooped shoulders, peering eyes, and willing but 
slowed reflexes. 

Roger A. Ochs directs, moving a terrific cast 
through its paces in the almost-cramped space of 
this corner of the park. 

Newirth as Clara also deserves kudos for her

role as the daughter who has to take a “tough 
love” hard line with her adventurous dad. 

The play hits home, bringing to the forefront the 
prospect of our own aging. But it does so with 
humor (both blatant and subtle), and when the 
sentiment kicks in, the audience easily identifies 
with that as well. 

For in Nat and Midge, we see the images if not 
of ourselves and our future, of someone we 
already know. 

The show concluded its run with a matinee per- 
formance on Sunday, October 31st.

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School Bus Drivers 
Irate About Behavior 
Of Many Motorists

Ever aware of the tremendous responsibility 
they assume when they get behind the wheel of a 
school bus, the drivers of Agawam’s school 
children are more than merely angry about the 
apathy of the motorists they confront each day. 
They are outraged. 

As part of the effort to focus attention on 
school bus safety, the drivers of Five Star 
Transportation met for a ning session during 
the recent National School Bus Safety Week. 

The AAN had an opportunity to hear the drivers’ 
frustrations at the public’s lack of cooperation as 
they attempt to deliver the children safely to 
school and home again. The drivers, many of them 
veterans of many years, agreed that the problem 
is worse this year than ever before. 

Topping the list of concerns is the motorists’ 
disregard for their responsibility to stop when the 
school bus’s red lights are flashing. 

Traffic Required By Law To Stop 

Despite state laws requiring traffic in both 
directions to stop when the red lights are flashing, 
the drivers report it is common for motorists to 
speed past a school bus as children are boarding 
or leaving the bus. “They’re going so fast, we 
can’t even get the license number,” said driver 
Janet Beauvais. 

Joyce Beaudette agreed, adding, “This year is 
worse than any year.” 

Before the red lights begin to flash, yellow 
flashers signal motorists to be prepared to stop. 
Driver Laura Richardson observed, “Yellow 
flashers mean prepare to stop, not speed up and 
pass the bus.” 

Five Star Transportation policy calls for the 
drivers to record the license numbers of offending 
motorists for forwarding to the Agawam Police 
Department. According to the drivers, a first time 
offense results in a letter being sent by the police 
as a warning to offending motorists. ~ 

Driver Diane Musa thinks stiffer penalties are 
needed. “A first offense should result in a fine. 
They really fly through.” 

Another area of concern identified by the 
drivers is the safety hazard created by parents 
who drive their children to and from school and in- 
terfere with the buses. 

Although this can be a problem at all the 
schools, the drivers say it is worse at Granger 
Elementary School and at Agawam High School. 

An Accident Waiting To Happen 

Of particuiar concern is the situation at 
dismissal time at Granger as both school buses 
and parents attempt to pick up students in the 
confined space of the parking lot behind the 
school. According to the drivers, the situation is 
an accident waiting to happen. 

Granger Principal Phyllis Lewis agreed that the 
situation is not ideal. “It’s miserable,” she said. 
Noting that the safety of the children is her 
primary concern, Mrs. Lewis said she or a staff 
member is in the parking lot to ease the situation 
by directing traffic. 

Mrs. Lewis said the present arrangements were 
devised in cooperation with Associate 
Superintendent of Schools Donald Charest to 
assure the safety of all children at Granger. Mrs. 
Lewis said that although nothing is optimum at 
one of the town’s busiest intersections, the pre- 
sent arrangements are the best they can be. She 
added, ‘I’m always willing to consider any idea in 
the interest of the children’s safety.” 

At the High School, the drivers report continu- 
ing problems as parents attempt to drop off and 
pick up students on the’ circle as the buses are 
unloading or picking up students. The drivers note 
the cars are driving through the circle despite the 
flashing lights on the buses that require them to 
stop. 

The drivers report there have been problems 
with cars parked on the circle at dismissal time. 
When the buses arrive on the circle, they are forc- 
ed to box-in cars that are parked in the way. in one 
incident this year, the drivers were instructed by a 
schoo! administrator to back up the buses so that 
a visitor could leave the school grunts (despite 
the driver's objecting that backing up a school 
bus is considered unsafe and reserved for 
emergency situations only). , 

The drivers suggested that no parking signs be 
posted on the circle during drop off and pick up 
times.

Ryder Pleased With In-School Suspension

At its October 26th meeting, the School Com- 
mittee unanimously agreed to allow Superinten- 
dent of Schools Bernard Ryder to hire a teacher of 
the blind and a Health Education teacher, even 
though the candidates do not presently hold cer- 
tification in those areas. 

Ryder said the difficulty in getting qualified ap- 
plicants led to the request for a waiver of the cer- 
tification requirements while the two applicants 
complete the work necessary for certification. 


Both applicants are currently certified 
teachers. According to Ryder, the teacher of the 
blind will be working on a part-time basis with four 
Agawam students while completing her master’s 
work. And the Health Education teacher has 
agreed to meet all state requirements for cer- 
tification in the area of Health Education. Ryder 
noted that the Health Education position is being 
funded through the Tobacco Fund.

Ryder told the committee that Westfield State 
College offered a free training session for 
members of local school advisory councils. The 
program was held Saturday, October 30th. 

Ryder said the Perry Lane Early Childhood 
Center was scheduled to open on Monday, 
November 1st. An Open House is being planned in 
December.

Saying, ‘I’m more than pleased with the pro- 
gram,” Ryder praised In-House Suspension super- 
visor Bernadette Conte as ‘‘the right person for 
the job.” 

Mrs. Conte generally has 12-15 students in the 
ISS class. Ryder said that in addition to suppor- 
ting the students’ academic progress, Mrs. Conte 
counsels them on the reasons they are being 
disciplined. 

Member Teresa Kozloski asked for a report 
from AHS Principal Russell Furtado on his recom- 
mendations for dealing with students who are 
repeat offenders. rn be 

Member Lou Massoia reported a 54% decline in 
the number of AHS students participating in voca- 
tional education offered through the Lower 
Pioneer Valley Educational Cooperative. Citing a 
lack of cooperation in the past from the high 
school administration, Massoia said, ‘‘With the 
new principal, there should be no more problem.” 

Member Susan Pettazzoni asked Ryder to 
clarify the rules that govern the Citizens’ Speak 
portion of the School Committee agenda. Mrs. 
Pettazzoni said some parents had been unhappy 
“with the reception they received from the com- 
mittee at Citizens’ Speak Time’’ because there 
was no response from the committee members.

Ryder said Citizens’ Speak Time is an oppor- 
tunity for the public to make a presentation to the 
School Committee.

Agawam High Horticulture Class Finds 


New Meaning To “‘Greenhouse Effect’’

New meaning has been given to the term 
“greenhouse effect’ at Agawam High School. 
Just ask the students in Mary Wolochowicz’s hor- 
ticulture class about the effect on plants left over 
the summer in a greenouse without being 
watered. 

When the students returned to school in 
September they expected to be doing their lab 
work in a greenhouse filled with the plants 
(carefully tended by last year’s classes). 

Instead of the lush vegetation of vibrant, 
healthy plants, the students found a desert of 
dried-up and withered leaves and stalks. The soil 
in the pots had been baked rock-hard. 

According to Ms. Wolochowicz, an unfortunate 
set of circumstances led to the destruction of 
hundreds of plants, including some that had been 
in the greenhouse since it was built in 1977. Ms. 
Wolochowicz said the disaster occurred because 
the custodian who had taken care of watering the 
plants during vacations for many years was 
transferred and no one was assigned to take over 
the watering responsibilities. 

She added that in the future she will submit a 
written request to have the greenhouse plants 
watered during vacations. 

Although every plant in the greenhouse was 
destroyed, some of the school’s collection surviv- 
ed the summer. 

According to Ms. Wolochowicz, each year 
teachers and students take many of the smaller 
plants home for the summer. She said it was un- 
fortunate that the most prized plants, a huge 
hibiscus and a valuable jade tree, were too large 
to be transported and were lost. 

Slowly Rebuilding Collection 

Ms. Wolochowicz credits her students with 
brining the greenhouse from the devastated 
wreck they found in September to its present 
state of recovery. Even though dozens of empty 
hooks still mark the places where plants once 
hung, the greenhouse is slowly rebuilding its col- 
lection. The students have been making and re- 
potting cuttings from plants donated by teachers, 
students and community members. 


Agawam Schools - 


“Everybody’s been very generous,” noted Ms. 
Wolochowicz as she pointed to the almost 200 
plants on display. 

After their initial disappointment at the condi- 
tion of the greenhouse, the students adopted a 
“can do” attitude and accepted the challenge of 
restoring the plants. 

“They knew it was up to them as the only hor- 
ticulture class. I’m really proud of their efforts,” 
said Ms. Wolochowicz. She said the class was 
lucky to have “two professionals to get us going” 
in class members Carl Wesley and Denise Mar- 
chetto. 

Carl said he developed his interest in plants 
while working for Oak Ridge Nursery and Mitch’s 
Garden Center. In addition to helping the other 
students learn the techniques for cutting, plan- 
ting, and pruning the plants, Carl takes care of the 
fresh water tank of water hyacinth. 

Denise was able to share her expertise in cut- 
ting, planting, and rooting techniques with the 
rest of the class. Working at Fini’s Farm for the 
past six months gave her a solid background in 
caring for plants and an appreciation for the many 
types and varieties of plants. She said she 
especially enjoyed making new generations of 
plants. 

Working Together Important 

Ms. Wolochowicz said horticulture is a half year 
course designed as a basic botany course to 
teach plant structure and function. With the 
greenhouse as their lab, the students spend at 
least half of each class period gaining hands-on 
experience in all aspects of plant care. She said 
the most important thing her students learn is to 
work together and to help each other out. Noting 
the close quarters of the greenhouse, Ms. 
Wolochowicz said it is essential that the students 
learn to work with each other. 

The students are justifiably proud of their ac- 
complishments in restoring the greenhouse. Their 
determination to ‘‘make it back to what it was” is 
evident in their enthusiasm as they work in the 
greenhouse and in the results their efforts have 
produced in such a short time.

Guidance Dept. Plays 
Key Role In Process 


As in teaching, counselors must keep abreast 
of the many changes that occur on an annual 


basis in the field of guidance and counselling. 
They include new rules and regulations regar- 
ding financial aid (both federal and state), col- 
leges and their admission requirements, standar- 
dized testing (A.P., SAT | and SAT II), occupational 


trends, career testing, support agencies used for 


student referrals, careers, scholarships (local, 
state, and federal) and a plethora of guidelines in 
special education - just to name a few. 

In addition to tasks we must perform and the 
ever changing knowledge, the guidance 
counselor plays a very important role in the 
educational process. Our staff represents the 
bonding-force among the teacher, parent, stu- 
dent, and administration. 

We intervene in numerous personal problems of 
students during the course of a day with the hope 
of reaching a sound resolution. Students have 
easy access to counselors. A note in the 
counselors mailbox will meet with a quick 
response, resulting in a meeting that day. The stu- 
dent’s problem may take longer than a day to br- 
ing to a resolution. 

Parental communication is extremely impor- 
tant and this is achieved in a variety of ways. On 
paper, communication takes the form of warning 
slips that are issued in the middle of each mark- 
ing period, weekly progress reports upon request, 
and report cards (every 45 school days). 

On a personal level, a telephone call is the 
quickest means to discuss a problem which may 
or may not lead to a parent-counselor-teacher(s) 
conference. In many cases, teachers call parents 
to express concerns about their children. 
Because of an increase in the number of two 
parent working families. and single parent 
families, our role as a counselor has been 
modified in order to adapt to these situations. Ear- 
ly morning meetings before work are not uncom- 
mon. 

The academic and social well being of your 
child is the major focus of the guidance depart- 
ment. If a student is not happy, does not like his 
teachers or his peers - he/she is destined to have 
academic difficulties. We receive many teacher 
referrals about students who are disinterested in 
their school work and it is incumbent upon 
counselors to find out the reasons why. 

In many cases, the reasons for this behavior 
emanates from outside the school environment. 
Counselors utilize the services of outside agen- 
cies, as well as their own in order to assist the stu- 
dent in understanding and coping with his/her 
problem. 

Some student’s disinterest in class stems from 
a genuine lack of ability to becoming successful. 
In these cases, the counselor has numerous op- 
tions at his/her disposal for initiating a more 
positive attitude on the part of the student. 

Standardized testing may reveal weaknesses in 
reading which might necessitate a remediation 
class in reading. The student's reading problems 
may affect all of his classes which may be the 
reason for the frustration he is experiencing in the 
learning process. 

We try our hardest to program a student in a 
meaningful school program each year that will 
meet with a productive outcome at the end of the 
student’s four years. Those outcomes may take 
the form of attending a four year college or two 
year college, enrolling in a technical school, join- 
ing abranch of the armed services, or entering the 
job market. 

The success in any academic program depends 
on the student seeking extra help when needed, 
consulting with his/her guidance counselor on a 
regular basis, and putting forth the best effort 
possible.

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Melconian Golf Open 
Raises $30,000 For 
Battered Women 


The Linda J. Melconian Golf Open, which was 
held August 30th, has raised $30,000 for battered 
women’s shelters in Hampden County. The sup- 
port of sponsors, golfers, and volunteers helped 
make the Golf Open (which was held at The Or- 
chards in South Hadley) a success. 

This week, Senator Linda J. Melconian, 
chairperson of the Golf Open, presented checks 
for $10,000 each to the three battered women’s 
shelters serving Hampden County: Woman- 
shelter/Companeras in Holyoke; the YWCA of 
Western Massachusetts’ programs, including the 
Abuse and Rape Crisis Hotline (ARCH) in Spr- 
ingfield; and New Beginnings in Westfield. 

The shelters provide emergency shelter, 
24-hour telephone hotlines, counseling, support 
groups, legal advocacy, and information and 
referrals. All services for battered women and 
their children are free and confidential. 

“It is important that we support the services 
provided by these shelters that help women and 
children in need. As a state senator, | am concern- 
ed about domestic abuse which is growing in the 
number of victims affected, and in the intensity 
and degree of violent, criminal behavior. It is a 
serious problem that needs to be addressed by 
everyone because it affects everyone,” said 
Senator Melconian. 

“In these tough economic’ times, this money 
will certainly come in handy to serve our women 
and children,” said Cheryl Criscio, executive 
director of Womanshelter/Companeras. Last year, 
Womanshelter/Companeras served 350 women 
and children and responded to 1,600 hotline 
phone calls. 

“For every one woman accepted into a shelter, 
three to five women are turned away. There is 
always a need for more services and more funding 
for battered women’s programs,” said Mary Rear- 
don Johnson, executive director of the YWCA of 
Western Massachusetts. 

Last year, ARCH provided services to 262 
women and children and responded to 3,959 
hotline calls. New Beginnings served 110 women 
and children and received 1,143 calls on its 
telephone hotline. 

Anyone needing access to the services of these 
programs should call the following hotline 
numbers: ARCH, 733-7100; New Beginnings, 562- 
1920; and Womanshelter/Companeras, 536-1628.

A Look At Salmon Fishing 


We have touted the salmon run on Lake Ontario 
and the Salmon River for local fishermen, with 
many fishermen having satisfying results. Well, a 
reality has been established by the Vermont Fish 
and Wildlife on Lake Champlain. 

The Champlain run is not Chinook salmon, but 
Atlantic salmon that has been established in Lake 
Champlain by Vermont and New York states. 

Landlock salmon fishing has improved on Lake 
Champlain due to the four year-old lamprey con- 
trol program on the lake. Department biologists 
also say angling opportunities for the silvery, 
hard-fighting fish have increased this fall as the 
salmon congregate for fall-spawning runs. 

Salmon are being caught at the Sandbar Bridge, 
South Hero, Vermont. The Division is also assess- 
ing how the change in lamprey is impacting on the 
salmon, thanks to the use of electro-fishing gear. 
The fish are released after the work is done.
